Georgia spent $3,000,000 on 
good roads in the year ending 
May 31st. accordinK to data com- 
piled by the prison commission 
for the annual report now in the 
hands of the printers. 

1 his report is a remarkable tri- 
bute to the change in Georgia's 
system of emptying convicts, 
and above all things else vindi- 
cates the wipinjg out of the old 
lease system and placing the con- 
victs on the public roads. The 
new system went into effect in 
April, 1909, and in the two in- 
tervening years huadiadt of 
miles of fine {dkas wm built all 
over Georgia. 

In round figures, thereare now 
5,000 convicts on the roads of the 
State, onehalf felony and one- 
half misdemeanor. At this time 
111 of the 146 eountles are work- 
ing the convicts on their roads; 
24 counties take their full quota, 
but lease them to adjoining tak- 
ing pay in work on the roads of 
counties so leasing. This leaves 
only 11 counties not using con- 
victs on their roads, and it is the 
opinion of the commission that 
these 11 will soon be under the 
banner of road progress. 

The statistics complied are vol- 
uminous and interesting. One- 
half of the convicts in the state 
are be tw een the ages of 20 and 
29, and two-thirds between the 
ages of 30 and 39. Fully one- 
half the total number are wholly 
illiterate^ and less than one per- 
cent have what nay be termed a 



higher education, l^ess than one 
half can read and write. 

The commission calls attention 
to the alarmin<r increase in the 
number of murder and assault 
with intent to murder convict- 
ions. This condition has existed 
since 190G, and each year marks 
dreadful Increase in homicides. 

There are now 2,668 felonj con- 
victs in Georgia, an increase of 
120 over the previous year. 
There are 2,347 misdemeanors. 
In the past ten years there has 
been an increase of 423 fek>n; 
convicts and only 126 misde- 
meanors. 

According to the figures, there 
are 2,312 negro male felony con- 
victs, 61 negro femalee. 290 white 
male felony convicts and 5 white 
female felony convicts. There 
are 2,046 negro malemisdenkean- 
ors, 176 white male misdemean- 
ors, 121 female misdemeanors 
and only one white female mis- 
demeanor. 

The increase in the penitenti- 
ary population from the begin- 
ing of the oM lease system to the 
present has been 216 percent. It 
is estimated that it takes *71. per 
annum for maintenances of male 
convicts on the state prisaa farm 
and $48. for females. The pri- 
son farm is far from self-sustain- 
ing, due largely to the ftict that 
all of the incompetents, crippled, 
feeble and old convicts are sent 
there, and productive power is 
very small

FREE BETTY BRIDGE ASSURED. 

There has been quite a de- 
mand by the people of Dycus- 
burg and Franees preeincto fat a 
bridge at Dycusburg or Free 
Betty ford, to connect Critten- 
den with Lyon, and in recogni- 



tion of the right of our citizens 
in southwestern portion of our 

county, our fiscal court at its 
April term appointed Esq. T. A. 
Yandell, A. S. Hard and Judge 
J. W. Blue, to confer with Lyon 
county's Commissioners. B y 
appointment, they met at the 



Free Betty ford on the 17th inst, 
to consider whether any bridge 
should be built, and if so, at 
what j)oint. The Lyon county 
representatives announced tliat 
they had no authority to consid* 
er any bridge for Dycusburg this 
year, but that Lyon county is 
prepared to build a bridi^e at the 
Free Betty ford, or at what is 
known as Bishop ford. 

A large crowd had gathered, 
and it was decided to leave the 
location to the crowd, upon a 
vote bemg taken, after various 
ones had spoken in favor of Free 
Betty ford, it was found that 
every one on the ground was in 
favor of Free Betty ford except 
two. Tne Commissioners then 
decided to recommend the build- 
ing of a bridge at Free Ketty 
ford by Lyon and Crittenden 
counties. 

The citizens of that immediate 
vicinity provided a barbecue din- 
ner and other refreahments, 
which everyone present enjoyed 
to his fullest capacity. 

After dinner Senator N. W. 
Utley, of Eddyville, opened the 
discussion by making a rousing 
speech for Good Roads. He was 
followed by Judge Blue, Judge 
Gray, County Attorney Hodg*-, 
of Lyon, Hon. John L. Smith, uf 
Kuttawa, Hon. W. B. Yandell, 
ot Marion, Judge Dobson, of 
Fredonia. and Charles Jackson, 
Esq., of Lyon county. All were 
enthusiastic in their demanus 
for better roads and for a better 
system of working and maldng 
roads. ^ 

From the general discussion of 
the matter by those on the ground 
that day from Caldwell, Lyon 
and Crittenden counties, it would 
seem that the day is not far dis- 
tant, until the people of these 
counties will vote a bond issue 
suflldent to build good turnpike 
roads in all these counties. 
Hon. M. F. Pogue, Democratic 
candidate for Legislature in Crit- 
tenden and Livingston eoanties, 
was present and also made a 
talk in which he steted that the 
question would in all probability, 
be, before the next Legislature 
in a bill providing for state aid 
to those counties issuing bonds. 
If loch a law is passed, we will 
have to vote bonds to protect 
ourselves. .

Break land in fall and early win- 
ter, let it lay and ahsorkal! tlio rain 
and snow water all winter. Land 
wants to be well broke and plo\s - 
ed dee]i as possible. Then in early 
spring to keep down weeds and 
grass shallow break or disc. You 
will have to cultivate surface to 
kec]) down vegetation and aUo to 
keep a crust from forming, liround 
will have to be plowed or harrow - 
ed after every rain all spriiij; and 
aummer to prevent a crust form- 
ing and letting the moisture evap- 
orate. The crust that forms on 
the surface of a well cultivated 
field after a rain acts like a wick 
to draw out the moisture. Every- 
spris of grata, every bush or weed, 
acts like a flame to the wick tn 
highten the process of evapora 
tion. The soil- must be- nept loo^e 
on top — have a mulch of tine clods, 
not dust, to hold down the mois- 
ture, — a lump of ice covered with 
straw or chatT will last for da>s 
out in the summer's sun, so will 
the moisture remain if mulch 
kept on top of s>iil. Late plantin 
of corn Would perlia])s be belter 
>two or three shallow discings at 
intervals of 10 days or more, 
enough to kce]) down weeds and 
grass and prevent crustation. Al- 
ter planting corn, tobacco, pota- 
toes or any cultivated crop. There 
is no such thinL:' a^ layin;,' it l)y or 
getting done with plow and hoc 
until the crop is matured. Corn 
wants to be plowed after every 
rain until in roasting ear and until 
grain gets hard or is matured. The 
grass and weeds must be kept 
down — nut one sprit; of anything; 
except the crtjj) cultivated and by 
maturity it is supposed to have 
taken up all the moisture, there 
Is none to spare for weeds ami 
grass. The old-time custom •ii

In semi- 
ariil regions where there is only 
10 t(i 20 inches rain each year they 
cultivate one year without plant- 
ing any seed of any kind just to 
keej) down vej^etation and crust 
forming.

ground from crusting and see if 
resttlta are not aatisfactofy.

in the temple at its dedication, ti 
ticther with the ark of the coven-

TOBACCO TIDINGS. 

BY R. F. WHEELER. 



A LEHER FROM 

SECRETARY THOMPSON 



Below we i)ublish a letter 
from Mr. E. G. Thompson, who 
has been for eeveral yean secre- 
tary of the Stemming District 
tobacco Association. Mr. Thomp- 
son lived for some time in Crit- 
tenden county, and has friends 
here by the score. With almost 
unlimited capacity for hard 
work, accurate, capable and of 
the strictest integrity; he is well 
fitted for the duties of that of- 
fice. The Association has been 
fortunate in securing his itr- 
viees. 

Mr. R F. Wheeler, Marion, 
Ky., Dear Sir:— Your letter of 
recent date to hand in good time 
and contents noted, and in reply 
will say that since your county 
joined the Stemming District To- 
bacco Asaoeiatlon w» hava hand- 
led four crops of tobacco. The 
1907 crop of 17 million pounds 
which was sold to the Imperial 
Tobacco Co-, at *8. per hundred; 
the 1908 crop of 32,000,000 lbs. 
3-1 of which was sold to several 

y .rs at broken flgurw.<tf HO.. 



I $10. and 16. tot?., $7., and ^3, 

the remainin)? fourth being han- 
idled by the Association; the 1909 
crop of 21 million pounds was 
{sold to difTerant buyers at $7.00 
per hundred with the exceptions 
of one little lot which the Asso- 
iciation handled at MorRanfteld, 
Ky.. the 1010 crop of 22 milh"on 
pounds was sold to the buyers 
*7.50 per hundred with the ex- 
ception of one little lot of Union 
county untired and the Marion 
factory in your county. 

Adding the quantities handled 
in four years your county has 
affiliated with the Association 
gives a totsl of 92m{IIion pounds. 
You may want to know why we 
did not sell all the tobacco rath- 
er than handle any of it. As 
you must know, the Association 
was formed to enable the farm- 
er to have something to say in 
the pricing of his tobacco, and 
as the District Board, to whom 
he had instrusted this tobacco 
had fixed a price that they were 
wilhngtosell and all was not 
taken the price fixed, then it was 
up to the District Board to do 
what they thought beat under 
the condition prevailing at the 
time. The buyers said they 
would take it at a price to be 
named by them, but thia would 
have defeated the purpose of 
the Association, so there was on- 
ly ona other thing to do, that 
was to hold the remnants till 
they would* be taken at the price 
fixed by the District Board. To 
hold the tobocco so that it would 
not deteiorate in quality and val- 
ue, it was necessary that it 
should be received, handled, and 
prized, all of which was done un- 
der the personal supervision of 
our General Manager. The han- 
dling of the 1908 crop caused the 
management to issue the Ware- 
house Certificate which were so 
unpopular in some counties, yours

Given the same conditions that 
confronted the Stemming Dis- 
trict in the fall of 1908. and 
doubtless there are associations 
doing busineas in Kentucky to- 
day that would have done differ- 
antly to what our management 
did in the cases mentioned above 
bVin so doing they would have 
sacrificed the foundation prin- 
ciple of co-operation among far- 
ilhers. In fact, we have assoeiat- 
ions operating up here, and 
doubtless you have down your 
way, who pool their tobacco to 
•ell at the best price they can 
get, let it be much or little and 
up here it is always less 
than is received by 
the S. D. T. A. and I doubt not 
that the parallel holds good in 
your county. At some time in 
the lives of institutimii, as well 
as in the lives of men, there 
comes a crisis that has to be pass- 
ed and tha future usefulness of 
the institution or man depends 
in a great measure on how the 
crisis is met 

But you say, the salaries paid 
by the Stemming District is out 
of ail proportion to the work done 
by the periona reedving them. 
Now, lets look at this a little 
while. Ask any reputatable tobac- 
co man who sold his tobacco on 
the English market in tlie days 
before the trust run him out of 
business and he \yill tell you that 
the chai|res for selling alone av- 
eragedt^Stout »s.(»0 per Hhd. The 
same man will i. II you that the 
conunission and brokerage for 
sdling tobacco on the Louisville 
market was ver\ i^nich more than 
$1.00 per Hhd. he amount it 
eoats members of the Association 
to sell tiieir tobacco. Bob. you

work by myself. 

Tho Association (loin^ business 
in your county doubtless had a 
bookkeeper. I do not know what 
he rcceivod for his services, but 
I am satisfied he did not get any 
more than he deserved, compare 
the work done by him and the 
salary received by him with the 
work done by me and the remu 
neration received and how 
they look when placed side by 
side. Then again one would 
think that the salaried officers of 
this Association cornered the 
members of the District Board 
and force them to hire them at 
any price we want, but we do 
nothing of the kind. Is there 
anything wrong in a man putting 
a price <m his labor when he 
alone knows what the place to be 
filled required and when it is op- 
tionary with the other party 
whethor he aeoapa or notT 

There can be no compulsion 
brought to bear on the District 
Board constraining that Board to 
re-elect any of the present offi- 
cers. You say that it is report- 
ed in your county that no one can 
get a look In at the books of the 
Association and that no state- 
ment is ever printed for public 
distribution. If you have ever 
attended an annual meeting you 
will know that this is false, as a 
full report is made at each an- 
nual meeting and the dlapcsition 
of this report is left to a vote of 
the members present. And should

"nie coat to the members since 
the formation has been just a lit- 
tle less than 2 percent, but call it 
2 percent Bear in mind that 
this 2 percent means $2. on each 
$100. worth of tobacco delivered 
and not $2. on each hundred lbs. 
of tobacco as some memban er- 
roniously suppoae. 

Compare tUa with the cost of 
running other institutions and 
see for yourself whether you are 
being robbed. The sheriff of 
your county gets more than two 
percent for collecting your taxes 
and you have to take the money 
to his office. Ask him about it 
and get it straight 

The graders for the Associat- 
ion here in the City of Hender- 
son after careiul investigation 
and oonmltatlon among them- 
selves during the past delivery 
season estinuited that the cost of 
raising a pound of tobaeeo cost 
eight and 1-3 cents, yet well do I 
remember that back in 1904 I 
sold a crop of good tobacco for 
98.60 aronid and that now and 
since the Association was form- 
ed I get three for the meanest 
trash all expenses paid and a div 
idend besides. As stated above 
the Association has handled 92 
million pounds of tobacco since 
your county eama with the As- 
sociation and it may be a mark 
of weakness on my part to con- 
fees it but I am perfectly frank 
with you when I sav that I be- 
lieve with all the faculties with 
which I am endowed that the 
Stemming District Tobaeeo As- 
sociation has been ♦^he means of 
causing the producers of this 
encnrmous amount of tobacco to 
receive more than twice what 
they would have received had 
there been no association oi co- 
opeating farmers. 

Rob, I have written at preater 
length than I should have done 
and you are at liberty to mnke 
whatever use of this you think 
best, and you may tell my old 
friends, if I have any remaining 
in old Crittenden, weigh well the 
benefits derived from the .Associ- 
ation together with the expenses 
of maintaining it and on this 
comparison let it stand or fall, 
but to take it from me that for 
the past four \ears the Associat 
ion has set the price not only on 
the tobacco controlled by it but 
on the tobacco of the other asso- 
ciations operatinjrin the fivecou 
nties and the independent grow 
eraiwalL

Stinday evening at 8 o'clock and 
marked the end of a long and 
heroic struggle by a brave man 
against an incurable disease 
which gradually sapped his vi- 
tality.

James A. Deboe waa born at 
Fredonia, Ky., on Dec. 6, 1874, 
and ha came to Clinton some 20 
years ago to attend Clinton Col- 
lege. Afterwards he decided to 
make this hia home and he mar- 
ried Miss Roy Egbert, who died 
about nine years ago, leaving 
three children. A few vears 
ago he was married to Miss Hel- 
en Barbee, who survives him. 
She proved a devoted and faith- 
ful wife and aspadally during 
his hmg period of ill-haalth did 
her virtue shine out. To his 
children she became a second 
mother and they are blessed in 
her protecting arms in their 



days of orphanhood. 

He was a brother of J. P. De- 
boe, now of Gohunbua, and aaeh 

of them served a term as post 
master of Clinton during the 
eight years prior to 1906. 
Mr. Daboa's father is a wall-to 

do farmer of Crittenden county 
and former U. S. Senator Deboe 
was hia uncle. 

There was a large family of 
children besides James and Joe 
but their names we do not know. 

For several years before his 
death Mr. Deboe was Superin-

position only when his health 
got so bad he could do no more 
work.
